Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

For at least claim 1, the Umitation of "a job" on Una 8 of this claim (page 4 of the 
amendment) and line 6 on page 5 of the amendment as being indefinite for failing to particularly 
point out and distinctly claim the subject matter v^hich applicant regards as the invention because 
the Examiner does not understand the limitation of "a job" is a new job (a second job) or the 
previous job which is addressed on lines 4 and 6 of claim 1 (page 4 of the amendment). 

For at least claim 9, the limitation of "a job" on lines 1 and 1 1 on page 9 of the 
amendment as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention because the Examiner does not understand the 
limitation of "a job" is a new job (a second job) or the previous job which is addressed on lines 4 
and 6 of claim 9 (page 8 of the amendment).
